Testing hours 


Since the beginning of fall semester, some students 
have been confused in the hours the testing center is 
open —even though they are posted on the door and 
listed in the fall schedule. (Monday 8 a.m. — 5:45 
p.m.; Tuesday — Friday, 8 a.m. — 7:45 p.m.; Satur- 
day 9 a.m. — 12:45 p.m.) 

“A buddy of mine was taking an accounting test 
which had a two-hour limit,” recalls proctor Jim 
Vokurka. “He thought it was open until 8; so he en- 
ded up taking a two-hour exam in one hour.” 

Another proctor, Lisa Gratton, reports that it is not 
uncommon for a student to show up at 7:30 p.m. to 
take a one and a half hour exam. 

“Panic strikes. when the student learns that tests 
are collected at 7:45 p.m. and there are no excep- 
tions.” 


“One guy expected to be given special treatment 
because he worked here at one time,” says Miss Grat- 
ton. “He thought he was an exception, but he 
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wasn t. 

One proctor relates a case a few years ago in which 
a student hadn’t finished his test by 7:45, collection 
time. 


“T’m on a scholarship. If I don’t finish this test, I 
won’t get a good grade in the class and Ill lose my 
scholarship!” 

“OK, ” said the proctor. “I have a date at 8:30. I'll 
give you ’til 8 p.m. Will that be enough time?” 

At 8:00: 

“Oh wait, I just have a little bit more,” he pleaded. 

“OK. I'll give you five more minutes.”

At 8:05 the proctor returned to pick up the test. 

“T’m sorry, I have to leave. You'll have to turn in 
you test.” 

At that moment the student jumped up, ripped his 
test to pieces, threw it into the air and ran out 
screaming at the bewildered proctor. 


Because more and more students are using it, the 
center is being remodeled. By the first week in 
December, it will have a new scanner and two more 
terminals, boosting the number in operation to six. 
This improvement will speed up testing and get stu- 
dents in and out faster and more efficiently. 

During final exams the hours will be extended. 
Beginning Dec. 6, hours will be as follows: Monday, 7 
a.m. — 7:45 p.m.; Tuesday — Friday, 7 a.m. — 9:45 
p.m.; Saturday 8 a.m. — 4:45 p.m. 

The testing center is a “pressure packed” place, 
observes Keith Frome. ““Whenever you think of it you 
think of finals and you’re tense.” 

But with all of its sophisticated equipment, the 
center lacks one convenience students may badly 
need during an exam — restrooms. 

Advises Jim Vokurka, a student proctor: 

“Make sure you go to the restroom before going to 
the testing center. It’s a real hassle if the guy there 
has to escort you!”’ 

Steve Wood, another proctor, takes advantage of 
such situations: 

“When I have to escort guys to the restroom I 
usually tell them they’re lucky I was hired, that they 
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WERE interviewing lots of girls. »

For many high school athletes, spr- 
ing not only brings with it warmer 
weather and sunny skies, but also a 
flurry of letters and phone calls from 
college coaches around the nation. 
Each coach contemplates what his 
team could be like “‘if only I could get 
such-and-such an athlete,” or “if we 
could get get so and so, man, what a 


1? 


year we could have! 

But anyone associated with college 
athletics will tell you it takes more 
than dreaming to get “‘so-and-so”’ to 
come to your school. And without him 
and a winning team, a college coach 
just could be out of a job in two, three 
or four years down the road. 


That’s one of the, realities of college 
athletics, and this philosophy of com- 
petitive recruiting is very much alive 
at BYU, especially with the “major 
sports” like football and basketball. 

But when the program is doing well 
and the team is winning games, stu- 
dents, alumni and fans often forget 
about recruiting because the coaches 
seem to be “‘doing the job. And lately, 
many coaches at BYU seem to be “‘do- 
ing their job.” 


BYU tops in major sports 


In a survey of the major college 
athletic programs in the nation con- 
ducted by The Knoxville Journal in 


’ Tennessee, institutions were ranked in 


ten sports: cross-country, football, soc- 
cer, basketball, wrestling, swimming, 
track, tennis, golf and baseball. In 
these sports, BYU finished fourth in 
the nation, and recruiting had a lot to 
do with it. 


BYU Football Coach LaVell 


Edwards, who recently added a Ph.D 
to his title after completing a disserta- 
tion on college recruiting, calls it “the 
lifeblood of any college team.” 


BYU Basketball Coach Frank Ar- 
nold agrees. “You can’t go to war 
without the soldiers,” he says, “and 
right now we're getting some great 
soldiers. I think we’re on the threshold 
of reaping success from our Ecoruilins 
efforts.” 

Golf Coach Karl Tucker compares it 
to running: a business. 

“Recruiting is something like a suc- 
cessful business. The minute you 
think it’s going to carry itself ... it’s go- 
ing to drop. And once you let it drop, 
it’s hard to get it back on its feet.” 

“Tf you don’t recruit, there’s no sense 
in doing anything else,’ adds BYU 
Athletic Director Glen Tuckett. “You 
can’t survive without outstanding 
players.” 

For Edwards, recruiting is the most 
intense during the winter months of 
December, January and February. 


“But all through the fall, we’ve con- 


stantly made telephone calls and 


watched many players play in high 
school games,” he says. 

One of the busiest times for Arnold is 
during the summer months. He says 
recruiting slacks off a little in the fall, 
but in March and April it becomes an 
everyday thing. 


Emphasis on Mormon athletes 


Most BYU coaches concentrate their 
recruiting efforts in the western United 
States, particularly Utah and Califor- 
nia. Special emphasis is generally 
placed.on the Mormon athlete because 
of BYU’s ties with the LDS church and

“What we're striving for ultimately 
is to have every good LDS athlete 
here,” says Tuckett. “We can’t be so 
generous as to spread them around to 
every sundry university in the nation. 
We ought to do everything we can to 
encourage them to come to BYU.”’

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Utah, a fact in which Tuckett takes courage ‘them to realize that BYU is 


great pride. 


The best source of information on 
LDS athletes usually comes from 
Cougar Club and BYU alumni, 
Tuckett says. Other sources of out- 
standing athletes include high school 
and junior college coaches, pro scouts, 
professional scouting services, other 
players, sports publications and the 
coaches’ own observations. 


Most BYU coaches first contact a 
prospect by mail. If he shows interest, 
more mail and several phone. calls 
follow. A school is only allowed to visit 
an athlete three times. These visits in- 
clude anyone representing the univer- 
sity, not just the coaches, says 
Edwards. 


Every ten days, they receive mail 
from us,” says Chow. “Every week or 
two weeks, they receive a phone call. 
We realize they won’t read every piece

interested.” 


‘Bumping’ prospective recruits 


Besides phone calls and mail, 
coaches are also allowed what Arnold 
calls ‘‘a casual salutation,” also known 
as a “bump.” A bump is not a visit, 
but when the coach runs into a player 
after a game he is allowed to talk to 
him for a few minutes just to say, “Hi, 
how are you.” 


Arnold says he doesn’t like to send 
out a lot of mail to prospects because 
they usually aren’t read. 

He says he talked to a high school 
coach who had kept most of the mail a 
blue chip athlete had received. Most of 
the letters told about the school’s 
basketball program, the local com- 
munity, the conference the school was 
in and then “said some nice things 
about the kid and signed their name. 
Every letter said the same thing.” 

Most schools start out with 80 to 100 
prospects, but Arnold likes to start out 
with 20 to 25 and then narrow it down. 
Then he will occasionally send out 
“very brief handwritten notes.” He 
also has the college the athlete is in- 
terested in send some letters. 

Edwards says he first pinpoints a 
good athlete in high school, “but 
sometimes earlier than that.” Most of 
the athletes he recruits come from the 
intermountain area and California, 


but he also goes nationwide for the 
good LDS athletes. 


Coach Chow has a little blue book in 
his office that lists all the good LDS 
athletes. 


“We try to recruit the best football 
players we can find that will fit into 
the BYU atmosphere,” Edwards says. 

After he has pinpointed a good 
prospect, he then tries to sell him ‘‘on 
the school itself,’ its academic, social 
and spiritual uniqueness and on the 
football program. 

‘“‘We’ve won our share of conference 
championships three out of the last 
five years,’ he says, ‘‘so we sell them 
on the idea if they come here, there’s a 
good chance they could go to a bowl 
game.” 

Then finally Edwards tries to sell the 
athlete on skiing, fishing and the 
mountain atmosphere in Utah. 


Arnold says he tries to start 
~watching his prospects their freshman 

year in high school because ‘“‘the real 
good ones are good young.’ But he 
finds out about most in their junior 
year. 

“We started watching Fred Roberts 
when he was a sophomore.” With 
Steve Trumbo, “‘we had one advantage 
there because he came to our summer 
basketball camp, so we saw him 
there.” 

It has often been thought that an 
athlete can forget about such things as 
grades and long hours studying for 
tests. But this isn’t true at BYU, says 
Tuckett. 


Is an athlete ‘admissable?’ 


“The thing that attracts us to a 
young man is his athletic ability,” says 
Tuckett. After that the next thing a 
BYU coach looks for in an athlete is “‘is 
he admissable?”’ If so, “then we go to 
work on him.” If not, “then we stop 
right there.” 

Tucker adds that athletics and an 
education go hand in hand, and over 
the years few of his golfers have failed 
to earn their degrees after four or five 
years of playing. 

Good golfers aren’t necessarily “A” 
students, he says, pointing to two out- 
standing high schoolers from Las 
Vegas. One, the son of a casino 
manager, had a 3.8 GPA in high 
school. Another recruit had a 2.0, “just 
enough to get in.” 


_ Tucker was told to leave the casino 
manager’s son alone by many people 
because ‘She was more interested in 
academics.” 


Both came to BYU, and the 2.0 stu- 
dent probably ‘“‘never got above a C 
GPA.” 


“He stayed on and got his degree in 
four years. The other boy failed in 
school three different times.” 


Sa’ 


took the A high school student more 
than eight years. 

But whether or not an athlete at 
BYU becomes an A student or not, he 
does have advantages, as well as disad- 
vantages, over the average student. 

For one, he has a coach who is con- 
stantly concerned about his school 
work. Tucker says his team has a van 
they use when they go on the road toa 
tournament. There’s a table in the rear 
of the vehicle designed just for study- 
ing while traveling. 

No matter how bad an athlete is do- 
ing in school, Tucker says he will never 
ask professors for special favors. 


“We just don’t do that,” he says. 


Will he ‘fit at BYU?’ 


Arnold also looks for good students 
as well as good athletes when he starts 
on the recruiting trail. After checking 


out potential recruits to see if they - 


have good hands and a competitive 
spirit, “‘we find out what kind of a per- 
son he is.” 

Then if the student looks like he’ll fit 
into the BYU environment, Arnold 
talks with the athlete’s high school 
coach and high school counselor. After 
that he says he goes about finding out 
“if he’s able to survive in college 
academics.” 

Once a basketball player enrolls at 
BYU, he works with an ‘academic 
coordinator,” or one of the coaches 
whose responsibility it is to constantly 
check up on members of the team to 
see that they’re doing all right in 
school. 

“We stay in constant contact with 
their professors to see that they are 
keeping up their academic standards,” 
says Arnold. “If they are not. pulling 
their load, they’re in serious trouble 
with me.” 

After 27 years of coaching at UCLA, 
Coach John Wooden had only eight 
lettermen who did not graduate, Ar- 
nold said. 

“Tt’s my goal 25 years down the road 
to have a better record than that.” 

“They’re not here solely to be a good 
basketball player,” he adds. ‘“Educa- 
tion is number one, basketball should 
number two, and we mean it.” 

Baseball Coach Gary Pullins says he 
will recruit athletes who aren’t A stu- 
dents. But, he says, when such is the 
case, ‘“‘we’ll try to stay closer to the 
academic scene,” which often means 
special tutors for players having 
problems with schoolwork. 


Some ‘goof off’ in high school 


Pullins says sometimes students 
goof off in high school, so grades aren’t 
always an accurate barometer of 
capabilities. ““ACT scores will tell you 
that,” he says. 


In order for Pullins to recruit an 
athlete who perhaps academically 
hasn’t performed up to a top level in 
high school, ‘I have to believe he can 
make it in college. Admissions will 
usually help us out and tell us if they 
think he can make it in college ... We 
don’t want to recruit them and have 
them flunk out of school.” 


Tuckett says sometimes a problem 
arises waiting for an athlete’s ACT 
scores to arrive. 

The scores will sometimes arrive late 
and coaches will find out too late that 
an athlete is inadmissable. This then 
puts them into a “double bind situa- 
GlOm : 

The athlete has already signed a let- 
ter of intent to play at BYU and has 
pulled himself off most college 
recruiters’ lists. Also, most colleges 
that were recruiting him_ have already 
reached their quota. So for better or 
worse, the school is stuck with the 
athlete. The coach then must watch 
closely to make sure he keeps grades 
up to an acceptable level. 

“We try to avoid in recrutting 
putting our admissions office in a 
tough position,”’ Tuckett says, because 
for the most part, athletes are admit- 
ted on the same basis as other stu- 
dents. ’

Miss Manwaring says missionaries receive a 
special love when they’re serving. “I’ve never loved 
people so much as when I was on my mission.” 

Miss Moon comments that when she reflects on her 
mission she also remembers the great amount of love 
she had for the people. ; 

“We would do creative things for the people we 
were teaching,” says Miss Moon, “like mail them a 
card or put a note on the refrigerator.” 


Sisters do special things 


Miss Robertson remembers one Christmas when 
she and her companion made carmel popcorn and 
put together a special presentation on the meaning of 
Christ and then took it to their neighbors. “It really 
worked. We went to six or seven families. One family 
was baptized and another started the discussions af- 
ter we left the area.” 

More than half the returned elders polled said the 
sisters were either equal to or more successful in bap- 
tisms, tracting and teaching, than the elders in their 
missions. 

Miss Manwaring thinks one reason is that it’s 
easier for a girl to get inside a door. “Just being a girl 
on a mission gives you the advantage.” 

“We could get in more doors off tracting,” says 
Miss Moon, ‘‘because to a housewife we weren't as 
scary as two guys standing on a porch. 

Miss Moon does, however, see a disadvantage to 
sisters in the mission field. ‘““The father doesn’t like 
two girls telling him to repent and lead his family 
into the waters of baptism.” 

Miss Manwaring thinks sisters get depressed, 
worried and upset easier than the elders. ‘‘Problems 
that an elder would pass over can be a traumatic 
thing for a sister.” 

Miss Hernandez remembers getting very depressed 
over losing an investigator family. “I cried because 
they weren’t interested any more. I related this to my 
zone leader, and he said sisters reach out more and 
are more loving and concerned for those they teach.” 


Sisters have problems 


Another problem sometimes cited about sister mis- 
sionaries is that they encourage too much looking af- 
ter. Miss Jones agrees and says sisters would look for 
solutions from the elders when they should look to 
themselves and to the Lord. 


Miss Robertson thinks sisters are harder on the 


-mission president because they want to talk to him 


about every little problem, their feelings about the 
work and their investigators. 

Miss Hernandez thinks sisters need to be looked af- 
ter more, but she doesn’t view it as a problem. 
“Sometimes the elders would call at night to make 
sure we got home all right. It was a good brotherly 
sisterly love.” 

Concerning the problém of sisters constantly call- 
ing up the elders for help, Miss Moon says its an ex- 
tremist statement. “Sisters either did it all the time 
or not at all. Then the elders would judge all sister 
missionaries by the one set who would call.” 

The survey revealed that a small percentage of 
returned elders were bothered by such calls. Forty- 
three of the 50 said they were not. 

Although sisters request to go on a mission and are 
usually prepared to dedicate themselves to the work, 
often they are not prepared for the disillusionment 
they face in the mission field. 

“I expected to walk right into Spain and love the

people immediately. But they were so different from 
what I knew at home and treated me so differently 
that it was hard to love them at first.” 


Missionaries are human 


She also found out that not all missionaries were 
obedient and there to work. ‘“They’re still human,” 
she relates. “You forget, not everyone is there 
because they really want to be.” 

Miss Harris thinks that going on a mission was har- 
der than she ever thought it would be. She also feels 
she got her eyes open to the elders. “I had always 
thought that the ultimate was to marry a returned 
missionary. I learned you must marry a good retur- 
ned missionary.” 

Miss Jones thinks that the negative connotation of 
the lady missionary has been lifted, freeing a lot of 
girls from fears they have about going. 

Miss Harris has taught at the Mission ‘l'raining 
Center and she thinks there are a lot of sharp girls go- 
ing on missions these days. ““The women at BYU are 
becoming more educated and they’re not marrying as 
young as they used to,” she comments. 

The survey given to returned elders shows that 38 
of the 50 polled think the image of lady missionaries 
has changed in the past five years. Forty of the 50 
would like to see more girls go on missions and half 
say they ideally would like to marry a returned lady 
missionary. ’ 


The returned sisters, who were interviewed, 
overwhelmingly maintain that the rewards of going 
on a mission far outweigh the struggles that must be 
faced. 

“At first,” relates Miss Harris, “I think I was 
basically selfish. I wished I could be-home being lazy 
during the adjustment period of the first month. 
Then you get your first baptism and it makes it all 
worth while.”’ 

“My greatest joy was watching someone 
attitude change for the better because of the gospel, 
says Miss Hernandez. 


When you catch. the vision of the work, says Miss 
Moon, you realize you’re not on your own time, so you 
work no matter what you feel like inside. 


Although Miss Jones doesn’t think her testimony 
changed much, she thinks the rigorous missionary 
life of studying, teaching and tracting through rain, 
mud and snow serves to deepen the commitment. 

Miss Moon says her spiritual growth has leaped. “‘I 
was such a spoiled brat before my mission. I was the 
youngest in my family. 

“Tm amazed,” recalls Miss Manwaring, “that I 
could do some of the things I did, like ride a bicycle in 
the freezing rain for 10 hours and come home to an 
apartment without a heating system.” She feels, 
however, that serving on a mission is worth anything. 

Although serving on a mission brings much joy, 
Miss Manwaring feels it also brings heartbreak. ‘“You 
put so much effort into that kind of life and then you 
get on a plane with the thoughts that you’ll never ex- 
perience that life again, and it kind of breaks your 
heart.” 

Miss Hernandez recalls a talk given by Elder 
Franklin D. Richards in which he said a mission

Miss Moon thinks everyone should go on a mission. 
“The whole time I was out there I thought of people I 
knew at BYU and old roommates and I thought what 
better people and church members we’d become if we 
could all serve full-time missions.”

TOKYO (AP) — After 
a week-long ‘poster 


war,’’ Chinese Vice 
Premier Teng Hsiao- 
ping openly 


acknowledged for the 
first time Sunday that 
the Peking hierarchy 
may demote China’a top 
leader, Hua Kuo-feng 
apparently to make way 
for Teng.. One report 
said the shakeup may be 
announced Monday. 


The Japanese news 
service Kyodo, in a dis- 
patch from the Chinese 
capital, said 4,000 Teng 
backers rallied in two 
Peking squares Satur- 
day night and Sunday 
demanding that Hua, 
Mao Tse-tung’s 
handpicked successor as 
Communist Party chair- 
man, be removed from 
his second post, premier, 
and replaced by Teng. 

It said a new wall 
poster went up in Peking 
denouncing the 1965-69 
Cultural Revolution as a 
national disaster. The 
“revolution,” a purging 
of ‘‘reactionary” ele- 
ments in favor of 
ideological purity, was 
sponsored by the late 
Mao. 


Kyodo said Teng told 
Japanese Democratic 
Socialist party leader 
Ryosaku Sasaki at a 
meeting in Peking that 
the Chinese leadership 
was considering revising 
two decisions its Polit- 


buro made in April 1976 
— one that promoted 
Hua to first vice chair- 
man of the party and 
premier, and another 
that dismissed Teng 
from all his party and 
government posts.

Students do thngs like that every day — and 
thereby complicate their own lives as well as that of 
the student proctors who operate BYU’s ultra- 


then goes to a testing room and works on his test. 


“The system here is unique,” says Lewis (Bud) 
Wood, manager of BYU testing services. “No other 
school has a program to generate, administer, score 
and report back results as does BYU.” 

Iowa State University has the nearest thing to 
BYU’s system, Wood says, but at ISU the testing 
center does not administer tests to give immediate 
feedback. 

Gerald Lippey commented on BYU’s testing center 
in arecent issue of CATC Digest, a national publica- 
tion. Lippey said he was “both favorably impressed 
with this arrangement and puzzled at not encounter- 
ing it elsewhere. 

But although the testing center revolves around a 
remarkably efficient computer system, there is still 
room for human error. 


SCOUT requires very little information from the 
student. An ID card and the name of a specific test is 
enough. However, many students turn up at the cen- 
ter unprepared. Everyday, several students forget 
their activity cards. f 

“Tf a student does not have his activity card with 
him, we ask to see his driver’s license or a picture ID 
of some type,” says a student proctor. “If he doesn’t 
have proper ID we cannot give him a test.” 


Things sometimes get sticky after the student pre- 
sents his card. Requesting a test seems to be a real 
obstacle. 

“Sometimes you practically have to interrogate 
them,” says Steve Ott, a proctor, ‘and even then, 
some kids don’t know which test they want.” ~ 

One weary proctor recalls a student who asked to 
take a test. 

“Hi,” began the student, presenting his ID card. “I 
need a stat extra credit test.” 

“Which one?” 

“The extra credit test.” 

“There are 12 extra credit tests for stat.” 

“Oh really!” he flashed a smile. 

“You don’t know which one you want?” 


“No, but why don’t you go through them and tell 
me what’s on them. I’m sure I'll recognize it.” 

“I’ve got a better idea,” replied the proctor. “Why 
don’t you come back when you know which test you 
want?” 

The proctors are usually quite helpful to students. 
However, when lines are long, students are doing 
everyone a disservice when they can’t remember or 
pavers checked to know which specific test they 
need. 

“We have about 425 tests on the system,” explains 
testing coordinator Roy Daniel. Half a million tests 
are scored at BYU annually. To avoid hassles, the 
proctors must know which specific test a student 
needs. 

At times, especially on certain deadline days, the 
center is packed. 

“My biggest challenge is to schedule tests so that 
we don’t end up with Math 100D and PE 177 
deadlines on the same day,’ says Daniel. 
“Sometimes it’s hard to persuade a professor that ad- 
ministering a test on a certain day wouldn’t be in the 
best interest of his students.”’

electricity on a large scale isn’t economical. ““We may 
never see solar energy providing more than 20 percent 
of Utah’s electricity,’ Finlayson adds. “It costs $650 
per kilowatt using present coal-fired systems. It 
would cost $10,000 per kilowatt if we used a solar 
system.” 

Solar energy users need energy back-up systems to 
provide heat and electricity when it’s dark, cloudy or 
cold and their solar equipment doesn’t work. 

Many utilities are concerned that the use of solar 
energy will seriously affect their peak loads, Evans 
says. The same amount of generation power must be 
available at all times whether the customer uses it or 
not. 

“One solution to the problem is to have people heat 
their solar energy storage during the night when there 
isn’t such a demand for electricity,’ Evans says. The 
next day the family could draw the heat from their 
storage rather than using additonal electricity. 


Natural gas can also be used. to power a back-up 
system. A spokesman for Mountain Fuel Supply says 
a study on the effect of solar energy on the use of 
natural gas in homes is being planned. 

Though active solar systems are still relatively ex- 
pensive, they become profitable as time goes on, 
Binns asserts. 


Hotel fire 
slays ten 


ROCHESTER, N.Y. 
(AP) — A quick-burning 
fire raged for two hours 
Sunday in the Holiday 
Inn booked full for 
Thanksgiving weekend, 
killing at least 10 per- 
sons and injuring 21 
others. 

Police Chief Gerald 
Phelan said 13 persons 
remained unaccounted 
for and firefighters 
searched through the 
debris for more bodies. 


All 91 rooms of the 
Holiday Inn-Northwest 
in the suburb of Greece 
were booked when the 
fire broke out about 2:30 
a.m., said Town Super- 
visor Don Riley. An un- 
official report said 275 
guests were registered at 
the time. 

“We were just lying in 
bed and all of a sudden, 
it sounds like beds being 
rolled down the 
hallway,” said Gail Roth 
of Waterdown, Ontario, 
who was with a group of 
Canadian women on a 
holiday bus tour. 

~All ofa sudden, 1 
heard it, I thought there 
was a fight because I 
heard windows 
smashing. But I opened 
the door and there was 
smoke, black smoke. So 
we shut the door and 
smashed the window,” 
she said. 

The fire erupted dur- 
ing the early morning in 
a basement of the three- 
story structure and 
spread quickly to the 
second and third floors 
because of a stairway 
draft, officials said. 

Phelan said police and 
firefighters helped 109 
persons escape from the 
burning building. 

‘““People were at- 
tempting to leave the 
building.’’ he said. 
“Some people were jum- 
ping from windows.” 

The injured were 
taken to two hospitals,

A solar system to heat your home’s water can cost 
from $1,500 to $2,000, “depending on the system,” 
Evans estimates. “The cost of a good space heating 
system is around $10,000.” 


“Tf there were a large commercial market, the price 
of a system would be reduced,” Blasy says. “It may 
not come down that much in real dollars because of 
inflation, but it will come down relative to other 
prices.” Mass production and new technologies 
would also help reduce costs. 

The fact that a lot of solar equipment installation 
takes place at the building site by the construction 
companies raises the price, Binns says. “If more 
prefabrication were done at the factory the cost 
would come down.” 

The day is still far off when a home can 
economically provide 100 percent of its own energy 
needs, according to Evans. “With today’s systems it 
would cost $100,000 to provide all your home’s elec- 
tricity from solar energy.” 

Evans claims it presently costs $10 per watt to 
produce electricity from solar energy. ‘“We’re hoping 
with new technologies to reduce the cost to 50 cents 
per watt by 1986. To be economically feasible the cost 
should be about 20 cents per watt.”

Sun rights 


One issue that must be faced in the development of 
solar energy is that of “sun, rights.” Does a solar 
energy user have a right to the sun just as he has a 
water right? Can your neighbor construct a building 
or grow a tree to block out your sun? These questions 
remain to be answered by the courts and the state 
and federal governments. 

There are still many adjustments that must be 
made in order for solar energy to function well in 
Utah. A citizen’s “sun rights” must be clarified and 
zoning ordinances must be adjusted so that solar 
designs are not restricted because they’re different. 
Financial backers may need to be more willing to 
make loans for the construction of “different” solar 
homes. Widespread public acceptance of solar 
designs and equipment will also be necessary. 

On the horizon, new technology, improved solar 
cells, more mass production and commercialization 
of solar equipment, increasing fuel costs and more 
energy-conscious Utahns will enable solar energy to 
gain a foothold in Utah.

Brigham Young’s Western Athletic 
Champions rode the passing and runn- 
ing of reserve quarterback Marc 
Wilson to a 31-13 victory over Hawaii
